The digestive 
organs of the sick are deranged and weakened 
by the use of enervating medicine and inactivi- 
ty. Nutritious and readily-digested edibles are 
essential to assist nature in the struggle with 
disease, and strengthening drinks are necessary 
to assist the action of the gastric organs and in 
the accumulation of solids into the vital ele- 
ments which in turn supply the fountain of life.

We have no doubt 
that Mr. Hayes would do all in his power 
that would insure peace and prosperity to 
the country, but we have very grave doubts 
as to Mr. Ino in this direction, for the 
reason that there is not force enough in 
Heaven or earth to haul off a Democrat who 
has come in sight of an office. But suppose 
they should meet. Mr. Tupsn, of 
course, would insist upop a Dem- 
ocrat and Mr. Hares upon a Republican. 
How are they to agree? If they should 
agree and unite upon CHaries Francis 
Apams, the Republicans would not take him; 
if they should unite upon Mr. Baustow, the 
Democrats would not take him. If they 
should get a candidate and give him to the 
Electoral College, the Electors being com- 
posed of sovereigns, they would exercise 
their sovereign choice, and confusion would 
be twice confounded.

CHICAGO’S LEGISLATIVE WANTS. 

There are some six weeks yet to intervene 
before the meeting of the General Assembly, 
and there are many questions of public inter- 
est demanding remedial legislation for this 
city which ought to be considered, and upon 
which there should be some preparatory con- 
certed action. We suppose that the twenty- 
eight Senators and Representatives from this 
county are all willing to unite upon any 
measure which shall be devised and agreed 
upon to relieve the City Government of its 
financial embarrassmentsa. The great embar- 
rassment of the city, financially, is the fail- 
ure of revenue to meet the current expendi- 
tures, which by law always precede the 
collection of the tax levied to defray them. 
The appropriations were lawfully made for 
lawful purposes; the tax was levied in accord- 
ance with existing laws; but a body of citi- 
zens filed objections, not to the lawfulness 


of the tax, nor to the purposes for which 


the tax was levied, but to the manner and 
form in which it was undertaken to collect 
the tax. Under this objection, taxes amount- 
ing to nearly $2,000,000 failed to be col- 
lected. 

Under the peculiarity of the Revenue act 
of the State there is no provision of law 
under which this tax can now be collected. 
The law does not assume the possibility of a 
failure to collect the city revenue, but the 
fact remains nevertheless that the city law- 
fully anticipated the collection bf all this 
revenue by making its expenditures, and yet 
is unable, for want of legal authority, to en- 
force its payment. 

The city is under a most remarkable legal 
duress. It is, by the State Constitution and 
laws, compelled to levy annually a tax to 
meet the interest on the city debt and to 
meet all its eurrent expenses. It is limited 
by law in its tax-levy to the sum of the an- 
nual appropriations already made. Of 
necessity it must appropriate and must ex- 
pend, before it can levy or collect the tax 
necessary to cover the appropriations. After 
it has thus appropriated and expended the 
amount of its appropriations, as required by 


this arrest is not made because of any ille- 
gality in the amount or object of the tax, 
nor upon any allegation of fraud, corruption, 
or unfairness, nor because the tax was not 
honestly and equitably due by the property 
on which it was levied, but because there 
was a defect, not going to the merits of the 
tax, in the legal form of the proceedings to 
collect. The effect of this judicial interposi- 
tion has been to leave the city with over two 
millions of dollars expended under the com- 
pulsory requirements of law, and without 
that much revenue with which to pay this 
two millions of dollars, and without any

city is restrained by law from borrowing the 
money to cover the deficit. The deficit itself 
is in one sense pronounced illegal, and its 
payment is absolutely prohibited except out

For this extraordinary condition of affairs 
there is no remedy save through an amend- 
ment to the General Revenue law supplying 
the omission and giving the means for en- 
forcement of taxes, the collection of which 
by any present legal means has been de- 
feated. Various forms of legislation neces- 
sary to meet this end have been suggested, 
and the ablest and most experienced revenue 


lawyers of the State have carefully consid- 


law, the Courts of the State have inte 
and arrested the collection of the revenue; 


the members of the Genera! Assembly 
representing this county should familiarize 
themselves with all the details of the city’s 
embarrassments, the complications and re- 
strietions interposed by the Courts, and the 
unfortunate omissions in the Revenue law, 
and be prepared with oh alate eee 
other City Governments to urge upon the 
Legislature the necessity and urgency of the 
relief asked, It is only in the hope of some 
such legislation at this session that the Gov- 
erpments of the several cities in this State 
are able to maintain an existence. Retrench- 
ment, economy, and careful management 
cannot overcome the deficit caused by lost 
taxes; and if such legislation cannot be had 
as will make the General Revenue law ef- 
fective as to all taxes, and be made to con- 
form to the judicial exposition of what 
Revenue laws should be to accomplish their 
purposes, then this city and the other cities 
of the State may not only expect deliverance 
from the existing financial embarrassments, 
‘but may be afforded such protection for the

SHALL WE MEXICANIZE! 

Mr. Porrzr’s propomtion is, in brief, to 
set up two Presidents. If the President 
of the Senate, after exercising his constitu- 
tional function of opening the Electoral cer- 
tiſioates and declaring the votes, shall find 
that Mr. Hayes has received a majority 
thereof, Mr. Porrzr proposes that the House 
of Representatives shall ignore that count 
and proceed to elect another President. 
There will then be two Presidents to be in- 
augurated on the 4th of March next. We 
shall then have adopted the Mexican system 
as nearly as possible. Before adting upon 
Mr. Porrzr’s advice, it will be well for the 
people of the United States to study the sit- 
uation in Mexico, and determine whether 
they care to plunge into a similar state of 
affairs. 


As nearly as we can ascertain, there are 
now two Presidents in the Republic of Mex- 
ico, besides a number of revolutionists who 
dominate certain sections and are ready to 
declare themselves as so many more Presi- 
dents just as soon as they think themselves 
strong enough. The election in Mexico was 
held last July, and the returns from the Elec- 
toral Colleges gave 7,536 votes for Lzxpo pz 
Taba, who was the actual tenant of the 
place. But the Mexican Congress seems to 
assume the same privilege of examining the 
returns, and determining the election for 
itself, which Mr. Porr claims for the 
American Congress. The subject came up 
last month, when Congress met, and a 
„Committee of Scrutiny” was appointed to 
examine the returns. It happened that the 
Mexican Congress saw fit to sustain the votes 
of the Electors, though their assumed power 
to determine the result would include their 
right to set them aside if they chose. But 
the affair did not stop here. The Supreme 
Court in Mexico assumes the same right of 
passing upon the Congressional decision that 


Electoral decision. In this case, the Su- 
preme Court also sustained Lzrpo, by a vote 
of six to four. But still the last resort 
had not been reached. Each Judge of the 
Supreme Court assumes individually the 
same prerogative which the Court exercises 
asa whole over Congress, which Congress 
exercises as a whole over the Electoral Col- 
lege, and Which the Electoral College exer- 
cises as a whole over the people. So the 
Chief Justice, named Iezzstas, declared him- 
self President without more ado. He was 
joined by two of his associates in the Su- 
preme @ourt, several Congressmen, and some 
other important people. He proceeded to 
Leon, where he appointed his Cabinet, his 
foreign Ministers, his Generals, his Courts, 
etc., and organized his Government. Now 
Lzrpo’s troops are marching against him, 
and he will organize such resistance as he 
can. Meanwhile Gen. Diaz holds another 
section of the country with his troops, and 
some other but more obscure pretenders are 
pillaging otl.er parts of the Republic under 
the name of revolution. The actual situa- 
tion seems to be fairly described in the fol- 
lowing extract from the Tuo Republics, pub- 
lished in Mexico, but written before the 
latest ‘‘ pronunciado ”: 

Intelligence comes in from all directions of towns 
and districts within the revolutionary lines having 
risen against the pronunciados. Of course; what 
else can be expected? Wherever the anarchists rule 
it is without law or legislation and by armed force. 
They are under no restraiut, having no law to guide 
them, and where every chief exercises his own ar- 
bitrary will. Rooberies are being committed 
them upon the plea of military necessity,” 
with no pretext whatever. Courts are abolished by 
them, civil rule destroyed, and military chicftains 
substituted for Judges and other civil officers. ‘They 
have disrupted society, and are daily trampling 
upon every principle of representative government 
and republican liberty; and all in the name of re- 
generation. These men who have thus assumed to 
change the peaceful and legal order of things have 
not been delegated by any portion of the people; 
they inaugurated from their personal wishes what 
they term a revolution,“ and hope (and as it ap- 
pears against all hope) to make it a revolution. 
Many of these regenerators would not be chiefs of 
the revolutionists a single day if their positions did 
not offerthem opportunities to rob and oppress. 
They carefor no political results, do not under- 
stand political principles, and they manifest a total 
indifference to the public welfare. 

Mr. Porrzr wants to inaugurate the pro- 
nunciado system in this country, with all 
its consequences. He proposes to pro- 
nounce " Mr. TD President, whether Mr. 
TILDEN receives a majority of the Electoral 


votes or not. Proposes that TN shall

Of course, his 
proposition includes the necessity of fighting 
it out if anybody opposes this “ pronun- 
ciado” plan.

The people of Mexico have 
got used to this sort of thing. They would 
not be happy without it. A week in Mexico 
without a pronunciado would be insuffer- 
ably stupid. It is the great, nataral, and

The individ- 
ual who precipitates the country into civil 
war, and carnage, and the desolation of 
homes, and the destruction of business, and 
submission to dictation and pillage, isn’t re- 
garded with the same fondness and admira- 
tion by the American people as the same in- 
dividual is by the Mexican people. Mr. Por- 
TER appears to have ignored this radical dif- 
ference between the two countries, which 
will in all probability be fatal to his scheme 
for ‘‘ pronouncing " THD President in case 
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THE ROMAN CATHOLICS IN CHINA. 

The Presidential question stil] being un- 
decided, and the public mind being in a 
ferment, each succeeding Sabbath should 
bring quiet and rest. By way of renewed 
efforts to soothe the public pulse, we once 
more address ourselves to the. question of 
Chinese religions, choosing for to-day’s theme 
a brief summary of the work of Roman 
Catholic missions in China,—selecting this 
Church because its work is the most impor- 
tant in that country. The labors of the 
early founders of Catholic missions in China 
were attended by many and extreme difficul- 
ties. Muarrzo Ricct was one of the earliest 
missionaries, and he succeeded in attracting 
the attention of the Emperor and considera- 
tion for his religion by teaching astronomy 

Western sciences. In order to retain his 
position at Court, however, he compromised 
Christianity to such an extent as to call 
forth the most strenuous opposition from 
his own Church. A warm controversy arose 
between the Jesuits, to whom Rioct be* 
longed, and the Dominicans, in which the 
Emperor took sides with the Jesuits, and 
granted toleration to the new religion only 
as they taught it. 

In 1724, Yona-Cutne, the Emperor, issued 
an order prohibiting the propagation of the 
Aatholic religion, and commanding all the 
missionaries not required for scientific pu- 
poses to leave the country, and an era of per- 
secution set in by which many of them lost 
their lives. After the execution of the treaty 
which opened the five ports, however, 
Catholicism made great progress. In 1846, 
there were twelve Bishops, eight coadjutors, 
eighty foreign missionaries, and ninety 
native priests. The number of converts was 
not far from 400,000. In Sz-chuen alone 
there were fifty-four schools for boys and 114 
for girls. There were six colleges for edu- 
cating native priests, and the amount 
of funds received for them amounted 
to $59,000. Under the protection of 
recent treaties, the missions of the 
Church are now carried on openly and with 
renewed activity. The number of foreign 
priests has been greatly increased, also the 
schools and asylums. ‘ Under the provisions 
of the treaties, lands and building-sites 
which were taken away from them during 
the period of persecution have been restored, 
thus furnishing them with additional means 
for prosecuting their work. In seeking for 
the secret of Roman Catholic success among 
the Chinese, Dr. Nevins says: The com- 
paratively large number of converts connect- 
ed with the Romish Church is readily ac- 
counted for by the length of time during 
which its missions have been prosecuted ; 
the striking resemblance between its doc- 
trines and rites and those of Buddhism; by 
the fact that very little knowledge or evi- 
dence of a change of heart and life is deemed 
requisite to church membership; and 
the freedom accorded to native con- 
verts in allowing them to work 
on Sunday and to conform in many respects 
to the superstitious practices of their country- 
men.” With regard to the future, the same 
writer says: ‘““Roman Catholicism will no 
doubt have a powerful influence in co- 
operating with other causes to subvert and 
overthrow the existing systems of idolatry; 
but we may not look to it to supply the 
Chinese with a pure, vital, and aggressive 
Christianity. It may spread rapidly at first, 
but it cannot bear the ordeal of free dis- 
cussion, with which it must ere long meet. 
At present, im so wide a field, the represen- 
tatives of the Catholic and the Protestant 
Churches labor apart. But when the in- 
fluence of both shall have extended, and the 
reign of Buddhism and Tauism shall have 
passed away, tle struggle will ultimately be 
in the East, as in the West, between the 
two forms of Christianity, Protestantism au 
Popery.” 

THE SOUTH CAROLINA MUDDLE. 

In contemplating the dispute between the 
Returning Board and the Supreme Court of 
South Carolina, the people of the North must 
keep in mind that the fight simply concerns 
two factionsin the State, and in no wise af- 
fects the Electoral vote. As we understand 
the situation, an actual count of all the re- 
turns, without throwing out any county or 
precinct, showed the Harzs Electors to have 
been chosen by majorities ranging from 
1,200 down to 230. This result was an- 
nounced before it was determined to reject 
the votes of Laurens and Edgefield Counties; 
so that, if the onder of the Supreme Court 
were literally followed, which was that the 
«Returning Board should aggregate the votes 
simply as they were returned, it would still 
leave the Electoral vote of the State for 
Hives and Wueetze. The majority for 
one of the Harms Electors being so small,— 
only 230,—the Democrats hoped to secure 
a Torx Elector by setting up certain minor 
irregularities, but the Returning Board re- 
fused to consider them. The Hares Electors 
are chosen, therefore, whatever may be the 
result of the issue between the Supreme 
Court and the Returning Board; and the 
national interest in the dispute is considera- 
bly diminished by this circumstance. 

As to the merits of the controversy, the 
points seem to be as follows: The Return- 
ing Board of South Carolina, like that of 
Louisiana, is a constitutional tribunal, whose 
functions are defined by law. It is empow- 
ered under the law, not merely to count the 
returns from the counties, but to examine 
amd correct them. The members of this 
Board, therefore, deny the authority 
of the Supreme Court to enjoin them 
from doing what the law plainly re- 
quires them to do. Moreover, the law limits 
the life of the Returning Board to ten days; 
the Board was in session just ten days, and 
then adjourned sine die. But the order 
of the Supreme Court directing the man- 
ner in which the vote was to be 
canvassed. was not issued until after the 
Board had adjourned and was lifeless under 
the law. It is claimed, consequently, that 
the Supreme Court (1) had no autherity to 


order the Returning Board to prowed in

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violation of the law, and (2) that it cannot 
commit the members of the Beard for con- 
tempt, because this order was not issued 
until after the members had ceased to have 
an official existence. 

To an intelligent understanding of the 
situation, it should be known that Moszs, 
the Chief -Justioe of the Supreme Court, is 
the father of the Moses who was elected 
Governor of the State in 1872, and whom 
CHAMBERLAIN antagonized. The Moszs Ad- 
ministration was admittedly corrupt, and it 
was mainly through CuamBeRLam’s efforts 
that the corruption was exposed and stopped. 
Subfequently, Cuampertam, as Governor, 
refused to commission this same Moszs as 
Circuit Judge, which increased the feud be- 
tween him and the Mosgs family. Now, for 
the first time, there seems to be an oppor- 
tunity for the Moss corruptionists to get even 
with CHL for his hostility to them;

OUR COUNTY LEGISLATURE. 
The Constitution of the State of Illinois 


contains a provision which was intended to 
accomplish one great reform in this county, 
but the aim and purpose of which have been 
largely defeated by the tricks and contriv- 
ances of petty politicians. Prior to 1870, 
this county was governed by a local legisla- 
ture, known as the Board of Supervisors ;

The powers and functions of this Board 
were exclusive and comprehensive, and the 
Board itself had become so corrupt, dishon-

THE BOTANY OF BEER, WINE, AND 
DISEASE. 


Prof. TrxDIIX. · contributes an article to 
the November Fortnightly, which is repro- 
duced in the Popular Science Monthly, that 
is of unusual interest even when compared 
with the other fascinating productions of his 
pen. Alcoholic beverages and epidemics 
have not hitherto been included in the flora 
of the world, but Prof. Tywpau. shows that 
hereafter no classification of vegetation will 
be complete that does not cover beer, wine, 
and atleast certain forms of disease. More 
than this, not only must the latter-day Lin- 
nus add these new topics to his botany, 
but he must show that beer and typhoid 
fever, claret and the gangrene, are shockingly 
alike in kind, if not in quality or degree. The 
advocate of temperance who has argued 
that alcohol is a poison, the result of 
putrefaction and a product abhorrent to 
Nature, will find in Prof. Trwpauz’s cold 
array of the scientific facts of fermentation 
some new points that will compel him to re- 


vise his argument. The paper is entitled 


„Fermentation and its Bearings on the Phe- 
nomena of Disease.” It shows that the 
fermentation of malt, the alcoholization of 
the juice of the grape, the decay of meat, the 
gangrene in wounds, the spread of small-pox 
in the body, and of pestilence through 
a city, are alike the marvelously rapid 
growth of minute plants or living 
ferments. And the alarming fact is 
shown, on the evidence of experi- 
ments that would, we think, be incontestable 
even by the ‘‘ scientific man of the Nation, 
that the chief agent in disseminating these 
deadly germs of putrefaction and plague is 
the air we breathe. Although brewers have 
made beer for th of years by adding 


est, and shameless that, with the. unanimous | yeast to their wort, it was not till 1835 that 


approval of the public, there was placed in 
the new Constitution the following provision: 

The county affairs of Cook County shall be man- 
aged by a Board of Commissioners of fifteen per- 
sons, ten of whom shall be elected from the City 
of Chicago and five from towns outside of said city, 
in such manner as may be provided by law. 

The end sought by this provision was to 
break up the election of a body of county 
legislators chosen in districts of one or two 
hundred voters, and confer this choice upon 
the whole community interested. It was in- 
tended that the Board should be composed 
of ten members residing in the city and five 
residents in the outer towns; the whole 
county to vote in the election of all. At 
first this rule was adopted, but since then 
artful politicians have interposed, and these 
county towns have been cut up into five 
pocket distriets, and from the choice of the 
Commissioners the 60,000 voters of the city 
have been excluded. In the same way the 
16,000 voters of the county towns are de- 
prived of all voice in the election of the ten 
Commissioners resident in the city. The 
Board of County Commissioners started off 
as a most respectable and patriotic Board. 
Gradually, however, the old Ring began to 
sap its integrity; one by one, members of 
the old Board of Supervisors and of the old 
Common Council succeeded in getting elect- 
ed, and now, with a few exceptions, the 
Board is a counterpart of the old 
Board of Supervisors, with the power lodged 
in a majority of fifteen persons in- 
stead of a majority of forty-eight. 
The powers of this Board are plen- 
ary. The majority has power to levy 
taxes, and expend the money at their discre- 
tion. From its action there is ng appeal. 
We need not recapitulate its powers, nor 
illustrate how these powers are executed. 
By the law as it stands one-third of this 
Board are elected annually, and as one-third 
of the whole Board are elected in single dis- 
tricts the means of reform are denied to the 
general public, and a corrupt majority may 
thus perpetuate itself in the government of 
the county. 

The present condition of the County Gov- 
ernment is such as to demand, as a public 
necessity, a reform. That reform is only 
possible by a return to the original law re- 
quiring these ommissioners to be elected by 
the whole people of the county. That was 
the intention of the Constitution. The con- 
stituency of this Board is in the city. Of 
the 16,000 voters who reside in the outer pre- 
cincts, at least one-half have all their business 
and all their business interests in the city. In 
fact, nearly all of the populous towns in the 
county are mere outer precincts peopled by 
the merchants, workme., and others doing 
business in this city. Practically, Hyde Park, 
Evanston, and Lake are as much parts of the 
city as are the Fourth, Twelfth, and Fifteenth 
Wards, though politically they are outside 
the city limits. The voters of these towns 
have the right of choice in the whole fifteen 
Commissioners, and should exercise that 
right with the voters of the city. | 

Not only should this Board of Com- 
missioners be elected by the whole people 
of the county on the general ticket, but they 
should be all elected annually ; the com- 
munity should have within its hands the 
means of protection against corruption, and 
to have this it must have the power of dis- 
missing the members whenever they prove 
faithless to their trust. The plea of 
the frequency of elections does not apply, ) 
because at present there are five members to 
be elected annually, and the whole fifteen 
may be elected as readily as five. It may 
happen that with annual elections there will 
be corrupt and dishonest men elected; but 
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the resulting fermentation was shown to be 
the budding, sprouting growth of a vegeta- 
ble, now called the Torula. It required the 
interval between 1680 and 1835 to convert 
the first hint of this — into proof. Gen- 
erations of microscope-makers and genera- 
tions of observers had to build upon each 
other’s work to make it complete. In the 
case of the grape, God has provided the yeast 
that the brewer must supply for his malt. The 
anti-alcoholist must face the fact that the 
all-wise and all-good Ruler of the Universe 
has deposited on the outer skin of the grape 
and its tendrils the germs of the Torula. 
Man has only to court the grapes in the 
wine-press to set the yeast-plant actively at 
work making alcohol out of the juice of the 
grape. Unfortunately, or perhaps fortunate- 
ly, there are many kinds of this minute vege- 
tation besides the Torula, and they do much 
mischief in the world. The green mold 
that grows on an old boot or an opened jar 
of sweetmeats is the growth of the little 
Penicillium Glaucum, wafted in the air. 
The growth of the Vibrio makes milk 
sour; the Bacteria are thes germs of 
the putrefaction of meat, the gangrene 
of wounds, and the like. All these fer- 
ments, as well as the Torula, find congenial 
soil in beer, and are the greatest enemies of 
the brewer. Worse than all, they find no- 
where richer fields than in human flesh. It 
is the Bacteria that make the field of battle 
so deadly to the wounded, entering their 
wounds, sowing seeds of death.” The at- 
mosphere around us is charged with Bacteria. 
It is pleasing to know that thisenemy of ours 
has a deadly foe in dilute carbolic acid, as 
fatal to them as they tous. Soldiers going 
into battle would do better to fill their flasks 
with carbolic acid than with whisky. Prof. 
TYNDALL says that one of the greatest slips 
ever made inthe art of surgery was the in- 
troduction of the antiseptic treatment in 
Glasgow and in Edinburg by Lister. In 
these weeds that float in the air are the seeds 
of the contagion of pestilence that strikes 
down whole populations. They are the little 
leaven that leaven the whole lump with 
destruction. Vaccination shows how the 
small-pox plant spreads through the veins. 
The microscope has demonstrated that more 
than one epidemic disease manifests itself by 
the growth of fungi in the blood. Every 
epidemic disease seems to have a distinct 
seed: small-pox seed produces small-pox ; 
scarlatina seed, scarlatina; typhoid seed, 
typhus; cholera seed, cholera. Prof. Tyx- 

bald. does not state that the contagious 

agent of each of these diseases has been 

proved to be the seed of a vegetable ferment, 

like the Torula or the Bacteria. He reasons 

from the similarity between their diffusion 

and that of diseases which are known to be 

vegetable propagation to the strong pre- 

sumption ‘‘that reproductive parasitic life 

is at the root of epidemic disease—that 

living ferments finding lodgment in the body 

increase there and multiply, directly ruining 

the tissue on which they subsist, or destroy- 

ing life indirectly by the generation of 

poisonous compounds within the body.”

BASE-BALL. 
MORE ABOUT THE NEW RULES. 

In last Sunday’s TRIBUNE was given a sketch 
of some new rules which were deemed necessary 
to be adopted to improve the game. Many of 
these changes have been suggested by other 
papers than Tun Tammo, and canvassed by 
better authority than the writer; but it is the 
sim of the present article to get these sugges- 
tions, when approved, into shape to be passed 
by the League if that body deem best. Last 
week the consideration of the code extended 
through Sec. II of Rule 5, which covered the 

ion of suppressing fair-fouls, and advanced 
a rule intended to cover that point. And in this 
connection it may not be amiss to consider the 
idea advanced by Mr. Fowle, Secretary of the St. 
Louis Club, for getting rid of the kind of hit- 
ting objected to. He suggests that the home- 
plate be moved back six inches, and the bats 
man be compelled by rule to strike with the full 

of the arm. It seems as if moving the 
plate back would only aggravate the foul busi- 
ness, and would still oblige the umpire to sa 
where the ball struck, which is the one thing 
which we want to get rid of. The idea that 


_geems most feasible to the writer—and Mr. 


Fowle will approve it when he thinks of it—is 
to get entirely rid of the puzzling question of 
where the ball struck by utterly leaving it out 
ef the case, and counting only where 
we ball goes to, is fielded, or 
stops. As to the provision that 


swing, that seems utterly useless. Ross Barnes, 
fhe most expert fair-foul hitter in the business, 
always hits them with full swing of the bat, and 
just as hard as he strikes any other kind of ball. 
But to resume the consideration of the rules: 
Sec. 5 of Rule 6 worked badly several times 
last year, and should be amended. As it now 
stands it puts the runner out for going out of 
the line to avoid being touched by the ball in 
the hands of a fielder.” That all right 
enough, but when a fielder is waiting for the 
dall to come to him the runner ought to have 
some show to get by. This would be given him 
by adding to the present rule thebe words: 
but in case a fielder be occupying the runner's 
path, attempting to field a batted ball, then 
aber shall run out of the path and behind 
d fielder, and shall not be declared out for so 
There was a curious misundersfanding last 
season in the country clubs over the interpreta- 
tion of Sec. 15 of Rule 6, which is generally un- 
derstood to be a provision for touching a man 
out when off abase. The rule said that he 
must be touched “by a fielder with the ball in 
hand,” which was interpreted by many to mean 
that if the fielder had the ball in either hand 
he might touch the runner with the 
ober and put him out. The only 
necessary to make this plain is to take 
out the words in hand, and leave the rule to 
say that the runner sball be out if he is touched 
by the fielder with the ball. The objection that 
is would allow the fielder to throw the ball at 


In the last paragraph of the same section is 
found the provision concerning the runner's ob- 
structing the ball, which is utterly crude, be- 
cause it uses the word “integtionally,”’ and so 
gives the umpire a right to decide on a man’s 
motives, which he never should have had at all. 
The only way that seems feasible to get out of 
this trouble is to put all the responsibility on 
the runner, and make the last part of the sec- 
tion read : ; 

—and if a batted ball strike him [the base-runner] 
be shall be declared out. 

One of the most extraordinary sections in the 
code, and the one which seen.s to have as little 
reasun to its back as any, is Sec. 7 of Rule 7, 
Which provide? that the umpire shall render 
no decision unless appealed to by a player. It 
— much more in accord for the section 


Sec. 7. The ampire shall render every decision 
called for by these rules without — by any 
player, unless it is expressly provided. 

The last section in the rules, as 1 now 

provides that no player on the batting 
Bide come within fliteen feet of the foul 
lines, and all others than the Captain and as- 
sistant shall fifty feet away from said lines. 
While this has always been in force, it never 
was obeyed until the Chicago Ciub drew the 
proper Lines to aid the umpire, and insisted on 
the observance of the rule. It would seem as 
U these lines should be marked on every ground 
and, for the purpose of having it done, the fol- 
lowing addition to the eighth section has been 


Before any match game the Captain of the visit- 
ing club may demand of the umpire that two paral- 
limes be marked, in the same way that the foul 
lines are marked,—one fifteen feet from and par- 
aliel with the foul lines, and the other fifty feet 
from and parallel with said foul lines. And if 
the home club shall refuse or neglect. to make 
such lines as ect down in this section, provided 
the size of the ground will admit, then the game

Another serious defect in the code was 
rng the umpire power to sy that a ball goihg 
crowd was ‘‘ willfuliy’’ neuer Se 
Wittingly stopped by an outsider. No ampire 
ever could decide that question surely, and it 
would be quite proper to take the word “ will- 
fully” out altogether, and make every ball 
Which was stop by an outsider dead. This 
would put the visiting club on an equality with 
the home nine when playing in a crowd, which 

is by no means the case now. 
One of the most important things to be con- 
sidered by the League as an addition to the 
rules is a series of instructions to scor- 
ers, Which shall, if reasonably ect, result in 
à much e uniformity in keeping the rec- 
ords. e of the managers who sit in the

This seems to cover all the points over which 
there has been any dispute during the season 
past. The only entirely new section is the one 
which provides for the recerd of bases. The 
idea in this scheme is that each player should 
have credit for ev 1 he did toward getting 
runs for his side; if he bats himself along, give 
him credit; if he sends somebody else along, 
credit him; if he steals a base, give him credit; 
if he—in short—does anything to win, let him 
have credit for just what be did. Tus Tris- 
ux believes that this way of crediting a player 
will stir him up more than « mere 14— pe: 
base-hits.

ficient to cover its traveling aniother expenses 
if it would come to St. Louis and play said games, 
but the Mutual Club wholly failed and refused to 
play said games. 

Wherefore, the St. Louis Clubclaims that, under 
the ions of said Sec. 2of Art. XII., it is 
entitled to and should be allowed a forfe.ture of 
said three games from said Mutual Club, and prays 
the Board to decree that said three games are for- 
feited to the St. Louis Club — a score, each, of 
9 runs to 0, and that they shall be counted in favor 
of the St. Louie Club as three games won in the 
championship season of 187.

The scene is laid in the flower- 
garden, in which are two young ladies, one

up her dress to receive them. The soft delicate 
grays in the drapery of the figures strangely 
contrast with the bright green of the foliage 
and the brilliant tints of the hollyhocks and 
other flowers. Awavin the distance to the 
right are seen a small stream and a peaceful lit- 
tle village. The picture is a marvel of fidelity 
to detail, is photographically realistic in treat- 
ment, and leaves nothing for the imagination to 


supply. 
GALLERY NOTES. 

Among the other works in the gallery which 
attracted the attention of the visitors was Dela- 
main’s Falcon Hunt in the Egyptian Desert,“ 
which in many respects ts the touch of 
Gerome, who is W y the greatest liv- 
ing French artist.

The 
figures gre graceful, the trees, foliage, and fore- 
ground true to nature, a little bit of clear 
sky with an excellent atmospheric effect,—all 
form a picture full of poetic feeling.

mandy —are distinguishable by a soft, hazy at- 
mosphere, that immediately suggests the dolce 
far niente of artist life in its happiest moods.

THE EPISCOPAL CONGRESS IN BOSTON. 

The third Church Congress of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church began its session in Boston, 
Nov. 14. The first topic, The True Place of 
Art in Christianity,“ was discussed in written 
papers by the Rev. Dr. Osgood, of New York; 
Mr. H. C. Perkins, of Boston; and the Rey. Dr. 
Hopkins, of Plattsburg, N. I. In the evening 
of the same day the Rev. Dr. John 
Cotton Smith, of New Tork, read 
an essay on “Forcign Missions Under Our 
Present Knowledge of the Morals and Religion 
of Non-Christian Nations.“ He was followed 
by the Rev. Dr. John N. Galleher, of New 
York; E. W. Clarke, Esq., lately from Japan;

To open the second day’s session Dr. James 
DeKoven, of Wisconsin, read a paper on The 
Relation of the Protestant Episcopal Church to 
the Freedom of Religious Thought.“ The Rev. 
N. A. Washb of New York; the Rev. Will- 
iam Rudder, of Philadelphia, and J. C. Ropes, 
of Boston, discussed the questions set forth 
in Dr. DeKoven’s paper.

The 
important meetings of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church have rarely been held in Boston, but 
now it has been sel.cted not only for the Church 
Congress, but also for the great Triennial Gen- 
eral Convention, to be held in October, 1877.

riests had more than doubled, having grown 

m 2,317 to 4,809. In 1875, according to the 
official statistics of the various dioceses, there 
were 5,074 priests, 1.273 ecclesiastical students, 

d 6,528 churches, or chapels of the Roman 
Catholic rite within the territory of the Repub- 
lic. There were also, in the same year, thirty-three 
theological seminaries, sixty-three colleges, 557 
academies and select schools, 1,645 ial 
schools, 214 asylums, and ninety-six hospitals 
under the authority and control of the Roman 
Catholic cle of the United States. Sug- 
gestive as are these figures, the Church of Rome 
can point to others almost erent . ive in 
English 1 history. Thus, In sixteen 
vears, the number of Catholic chapels in Great 
Britain was more than doubled, there having 
been 570 in 1851, and 1,283 in 1867.
